Translation Notes 

Osechi, page AO: The celebration of the new gear is the most important 
holiday in the Japanese calendar. Osechi Ryori- “New Season’s Food”- 
can include a wide varietg of dishes, many of which vary regionally, 
but the most important aspect of Osechi is its presentation: a series of 
stacked, bento-like boxes known as jubako. 

Hachiman-mahi, page 48: These rolls (maki) are made with boiled 
burdock root wrapped in beef, although they are also made with eel or 
fish. 

Kuchinashi Seeds, page A3: When crushed, the seeds of the Kuchinashi, 
or Cape Jasmine, can lend foods like rice and potatoes a rich yellow 
color, which is how they're being used with the sweet potato here. 

Locust Tsuhudani, page 55: In the previous volume, Tsumugi and her 
father made tsukudani, which involves simmering meat or seafood-or 
in this case, locusts-in a broth made with soy sauce and mirin. 

First Shrine Visit of the Year, page 59: The year’s first visit to a Shinto 
shrine is known as “hatsumoude," and is a traditional part of the 
Japanese celebration of the new year. 

Department Store, page 67: Department stores in Japan frequently 
have one or more floors dedicated to food. Part grocery store and part 
food court, they sell high-quality prepared foods of all sorts, including 
the osechi food traditionally eaten at the new year. 

Momotaro, page 99: Momotaro is a Japanese fairy tale about a boy 
born from a peach (“Momo" is the Japanese word for “peach”) who 
defends his village from a band of demons,
